THE PUNJOM GOLD COMPANY AND 
GOLD EXPRACTION. 

Tho grant of righta in Pahang, to the 
Punjom Mining Co,, respecting the method 
of gold recovery known as the MoArthur- 
Forrest process, whioh grant extonds over six 
yeare, would seem to bo a” very important 
announcement for those who are intorested 
in tho Punjomand kindred companies, As 
most of our readers.ako aware the MoArthur- 
Forrest method of guld-resovery is the now 
comparatively common ona known as the 
Cyanide praocas of solution, Tho principle 
of tho process is based on the strong afluity 
which cyanogen has for gold and silver, ia 
virtue of whioh acyanide solutionattasks and 
dissolves tho precious metals contained io an 
ore. In preotice, when it is proposed” to 
treat tailinga by this process, the tailings 
ere first charged into o sorties of reociving 
vesaals or vats made of wood or any other 
inert matorial. Tho chemiacl solution 
thea added or allowed to percolate through 
the mass. After the action is completed, the 
solution is withdrawn from the tailings by 
ordinary fillration. ‘his solution, which 
now contains the gold, is thon passed through 
a box containing metallic zinc shavings or 
fresh turnings, in the course of which the 
zine replaces the gold in sclution, and the 
gold itsclf ia deposited in the form of 2 
black powder, which is in duo courses 80- 
parated by sieving from theromainder of the 
zine to form bnilion. Of course the con- 
sumption of oyanide isa variable quantity, 
and yaries with the character of tho ore, 
Up to the present the ores oa which tho most 
Letriking success hag been obtained on a large 
soale have been the. tailings of the free mill- 
ing ores of tha Witwatersrand Gold Field of 
South Afrios, It is still doubtful if consen- 
trotes and other highly pyritio matorials 
can be treated to greater advantage by 
oyaniding than by calpining or chlorination ; 
but to judge by the almost universal aduption 
of the Cyanide process in nearly overy min- 
ing Held, andita farther extension in Australia 
andin Svuth Africa, it seems likely that 
this method of gold-recovery will develop to

hos. been busy-in the laboratory endsavour- 
ing to supply thie process to the tailings— 
the Punjom outpat will bo very materially 
inoreased, Then the grant of the McArthur. 
Forrest rights which, ag we havo. said, bes 
been made to the Puojom Company, to hold 
good until Octobor 1901, will open up a 
future for gold-pruduction which oapnot fail 
to exeroise o beneficial and permanent in- 
fluence upon the long-suffering Panjom 
sbarcholders, The Struits papers thus refer 
to the granti— qi ; : 
The State Counvil of Pahang lately passed 
an ordor which deals with aa application uf 
the Panjom Mining Company, oa behalf of 
the Cassel Gold Extracting Compasy of 
Gleegow, for an extension to Pahang of 
patent rights granted io the Straita Settle- 
meats, respecting the method of geld re- 
covery known as tho McArthur-Morrest. 
‘Yho-Acting Resident stated to the members 
of Counal that the Company had already 
erented the nedeasary plant, and introduced 
the process at the Puojom Mines ; und add- 
ed thet, if it proved successful, the State 
would benefit by “the inoreased output of

THE JAPANESE COMMISSION aT 
CHUNGKING, 
Chuuking, 4th March, 
Tho Japanese Commission hag beon taken 
round the vicinity by the Chinese authori- 
tics hore, but no particular spot seems to 
have been fixed upon asa site for a aottlo~ 
ment, or concession, The fact is thut the 
natural disadvantages of the placa are 80 
groat, and the interests to be considored so 
variant that a selection becomes a matter of 
no small difficalty, A place, for example, 
that seoms feasible as far og tho rivor is 
conctrned, possesses objections from the 
land poict of view, nud vice versd. The 
Chinese are said to be aoxious that s place 
should bo taken on tho opposite side of tho 
river, anda mile lower down,’ but thie hag 
not been accepted yet, On tho north bank 
of tho Little River, and opposite tho city, 
is a walled suburb which would seam to 
possess greater advantagos from every point 
of view than any other place, bat this again 
is thickly pocpled, and the process of buy~- 
ing out would be an expensive one, In 
addition to this tho residents thercin have 
strong objections to giving up thoir gronnd, 
and any attempt to dispossces them might 
rosnlt in serious trouble. Namerous bands 
of soldiers are stationed ot various points 
urouud the city, and the utmost efforts are 
being made to preserve tranquillity. Evory- 
thing-is expected to pass off quietly, and the 
people gonerally secm to have uccopted the 
Situation, iu spite of some previous -vapour- 
ings. ‘The Japanese are rotioont with their 
views upon the matter, and the outcome of 
their consultations with the ofliciuls is still 
a scerct, A bunquot was given in thoir 
honour on Friduy last, the 28th alt., at 
whiob were present the leading foreigners of 
tho pluce, as well, of course, us numerous 
nutive oftvials. Fivo of the Japaneso sturt- 
ed for Ichang tho next duy, loaving bohiud 
the Consul-General and hia intorproter 
only.—Mercury Cor.

The vory interesting series of tublea 
janued hy tha Statiovival Dopawucut vf ie 
Customs in the pamphlet entitlod Heéurne 
of Trade and Vrade Reports for the year 
1896, -Paré L.—Xeporét on the Trade of 
China, and Abstract of Statistics, merits a 
much longer notice that wa are able to give 
it this murning, und we are obliged to con= 
fine ourselves to the able monograph by 
Mr Kopsch on tho Foreign Trade of Obina 
for the yoar 1895. Tho first pategraph of 
this contuing a general survey, the gist of 
which 18 that uotwithetanding the war with 
Japan, the loss of revenne from New- 
chwang, und thy partial loss from Formosa, 
the returns, both fiscal and statistical, ox- 
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hibit vory satisfactory rcsults, “Teade was 
romatksbiy active and prosperous, and the 
chéapness of gilver, labuur, acd raw ma- 
terials tond to muko Chins more and more 
a moat important manuiacturing country. 
As to the revenue, the gross receipts for 
tho yeat were Hk, Tis, 22,389,000 against 
‘Tis, 22,523,605 in 1894. Buz if we deduct 
from both years the ‘ports of Newohwaug, 
Tomeui, aod Tainan, a much more satisfac. 
tory result is shown, the result being Tis, 
20,051,141 in 1896 against Tis, 20 984,819 
in 1894. This token alone would show 
slight falling off in the foreign trade, which 
might fairly bo stiributed tothe war, Thore 
was, howaver, really a marked incroage in 
the gonatal trade, fer there was » decline 
of Tis, $46,100 in opiom likin. Rtininating

crease in 1895 over 1894 of Tis, $12,500, 
The decreaso ia opiam Iikin was partly due 
to the oss of Formosa, and parily to the 
steady substitution of native for the Iudian 
drug.

importa and exports for the year was 24 
millione, and although a largo part of this 
increaao is merely statistical, arising from 
the conversion of Formosa into a foraign 
country, there has been a genuine improve. 
meut and expansion in trade with both 
Wastern aud Asiatic countries, The actual 
het incegese in tho value of the import 
trade wan over two and a half milliow taals, 
notwithstanding the serious decline in the 
import of foregin opium, The deficit in 
Indisn ond Persian drog wes about 11,320 
picule ; and against this, 11,780 piculs of 
native drag were shipped from Ohungking 
towards tide-water, this quantity being only 

moiety of what leaves that westernmost 
port by other routes and- conveyances, It 
is nob salisfictory to see that there was o 
large increase in the import of morphia. 
In spite of tho oppreciation in the silver 
cost, the import of cotton goods ineressed, 
but Mc Kupsch regaids this as an unsate 
indication of the tendency of trade,, and 
adds-a table showing tho offtake of the 
principal clothe during the fireé and second

Murder aro committed almost daily, and, 
though some of the discovered deaths ore 
ascribed to ‘tigers, which, it ia troo, aro 
vory numerons in the district, it is to bo 
strongly believad that the majority aro 
attributuble to organised gangs of Chinose 
who do not hesitate to employ tha moat 
desperato moans to accomplish their ne- 
farious onds, To-dey's murdor was com- 
mitted ia broad daylight, within o quarter 
ofa mile of a police station, and several 
Ecropeans must hove passed the body 
shortly after the tragedy was enacted.
